Desire to Concentrate on Congress. 


Washington, Ju ly 7.— The Wilson ad­ 
m inistration’s 
failure 
to 
encourage 
•▼en 
the slightest progress toward 
disposing of tbs numerous vexatious 
m atters of foreign relations confront­ 
ing this government is due to the de­ 
sire of President W ilson to concen­ 
trate on his ambitious program of both 
tariff and currency reform legislation 
at the extra session of congress. This 
has been most clearly indicated recent­ 
ly in official quarters. 
President Wilson has practically is­ 
sued an order to the state department 
that the White House be not worried 
with matters of foreign relations any 
more than is absolutely necessary, and 
that as far as possible settlement of 
existing controversies be deferred un­ 
til congress is safely out of the way 
and the chief features of the adminis­ 
tration program are satisfactorily dis­ 
posed of. 
The president, it is understood, is 
not content to let Mr. Bryan go ahead 
with such matters as the Panam a ca- 
nai dispute with Great Britain while 
the W hite House ts necessarily ab­ 
sorbed with matters on Capitol Hill. 
Mr. W ilson is determined to go into 
such matters of foreign relations him­ 
self, and until he can find the time to 
give them serious study is unwilling 
that 
anything 
whatsoever 
shall 
l»e 
done in them by his secretary of state. 
His 
determination 
to 
exorcise 
the 
guiding hand in the conduct of the for­ 
eign relations of the United States 
was revealed early in his admlnistia- 
tion, when he wrote with his own hand 
and issued from the W hite House the 
statements regarding Latin-American 
policy 
and 
the 
withdrawal 
of 
the 
United States from the sextuple loan 
negotiations with China. 
Also it wan 
the president who wrote the first note 
in 
reply 
to 
the 
Japanese 
protest 
against the California alien land law. 
If it were possible the 
president 
would include the Japanese controver­ 
sy among those matters which are to 
be laid on the shelf until tariff and 
currency are out of the way 
Only the 
strong 
pressure from 
the 
Japanese 
government prevents this being done. 
There is now a well defined impres­ 
sion in Washington that the adminis­ 
tration hopes to protract the negotia­ 
tions with Japan over a long period of 
time, so that the day of settlement 
m ay be deferred as long as possible 
The Panama canal conroversy has 
already been laid on the shelf. 
It is 
understood that in this case the other 
party» Great Britain, has been inform­ 
ed that her case has been tabled for 
the present and that she cannot ex­ 
pect any proceedings toward a settle­ 
ment until the tariff and currency hills 
are passed by congress, 
The Columbian governm ent’s con­ 
troversy with the United States over 
Panam a is likewise rolled up in moth 
bails at. the state department and prob­ 
ably will not see the light of day in 
Mr. Bryan s office until cool weather 
has arrived. 
Another issue that lias been stored 
away in the archives is the matter of 
restoring treaty relations with Russia 
and the question of the treatment of 
American Jew s by the czar’s govern­ 
ment. 
Curtis Guild, ambassador to 
Russia, is now in Boston, his tenure 
of office to cease as soon as his pres­ 
ent leave of absence expires. 
No one 
has been selected in his place. 
Outside of a recommendation that 
the treaty with Nicaragua negotiated 
by the Taft administration providing 
the cession to the United States of the 
perpetual and exclusive rights to build 
an inter-oceanic canal through that 
country and a naval base site on the 
Gulf of Fonseca, be confirmed by the 
senate, the state department has done 
nothing decisive in regard to iJatin- 
Am erican relations. 
The moat pressing question in Latin 
A m erica today is the Mexican situa­ 
tion, of course. 
The situation, how 
ever, Is being handled solely on a day 
to day basis without definite purpose 
beyond that of conserving the inter­ 
ests of the United States by applica­ 
tion of the most ordinary rules of dip­ 
lom atic and international relationship.

shanghaied from Palisade Amusement 
park on Saturday night by a runaway 
dirigible balloon, and who after a hair- 
raising flight was dropped into Long 
island sound a m ile and a half off 
Howard Gould’s estate at Sands Point, 
got back to the point of starting about 
2 o’clock Sunday morning and reported 
that he was well and happy. 
As for 
the airship, he said, he firm ly believed 
that it would fetch up somewhere in 
the Atlantic ocean. 
G ay’s arrival a t Sands Point on the 
last lap of his journey caused a de­ 
cided commotion. 
G ay made known 
the fact that he was there by shrieking 
at the top of his lungs as his airship, 
300 feet in 
the air, sped over Mr. 
Gould’s golf links. 
He was then bound 
for the sound, and he anticipated what 
was going to happen. 
"Come out and get me in a boat,” he 
yelled repeatedly, and a couple of Mr. 
Gould s employes hopped into a boat 
and started after the runaway balloon. 
In the meantime Gay, who said he 
had stuck to the dirigible for an hour 
and three-quarters in the hope of sav­ 
ing the airship, had taken to the water 
to save his life, and the balloon sailed 
away on its journey to unknown parts. 
G ay swam for nearly twenty-five min­ 
utes before he was picked up by the 
boatmen. 
He was alm ost exhausted 
and could not have kept afloat many 
minutes longer. 
He was taken to Castle Gould, where 
he wfas dosed with brandy and put into 
a tub of hot water. 
Then he had some 
more 
stimulant 
and

light 
lunch, 
donned a borrowed suit of clothes and 
started for the Palisades. 
‘1 would like to stay longer,” he said, 
"but I must get back. 
1 know they’re 
worrying about me.”

INDIANA'S FIRE 
LOSS FOR YEAR 


At June’s Ratio It Would Be 


Nearly Eight Million Dollars. 


EXPECTS TO REDUCE FIGURES 


O p eratio n of the Fire 
M a rsh a l'* De­ 


p artm ent Created by Last Legisla­ 


tu re Is Expected to H a v e a Marked 


Effect in Lessening Needless L o s s - 


Special 
Provisions 
F or 
Cutting 


Down ’Fourth" Fire Losses. 


Indianapolis. Ju ly 7.— Fire Marshal 
Ixragley 
predicts 
that 
Indiana 
will 
never have a greater Fourth of Ju ly 


loss than that of this year. 
Although 
it is not believed the final figures on 
this year’s loss will show’ an unusually 
large total, before another Indepen­ 
dence day is celebrated he w ill have 
been able to enforce provisions of the 
fire marshal law’ which will greatly 
decrease this class of damage. 
The new law emjtowers the fire mar­ 
shal to make regulations for the keep­ 
ing. storage, use, m anufactlire, sale, 
handling, transportation or any other 
disposition 
of 
explosives, 
including 
fireworks and fire crackers." 
In ad­ 
dition the law gives the marshal au­ 
thority to "prescribe the m aterials and 
construction of receptacles and build­ 
ings to be used for sVid purposes." 
Under these provisions of the law it 
w ill be possible for him to prevent the 
sale or use of fireworks under condi­ 
tions which are regarded as creating a 
fire hazard. 
Because of the enormity 
of the task Mr. Longley made no at­ 
tempt to proceed under these provi­ 
sions this year, but expects to devote 
much 
time during the 
next 
twelve 
months to devising measures for keep­ 
ing down the Fourth of Ju ly fire loss 
in 1914. 
Fire chiefs, town clerks and 
township trustees who are made dep­ 
uty fire marshals under the new law\ 
w ill all be instructed in the matter of 
regulating Fourth of Ju ly celebrations. 
The total official loss for the first 
three weeks in Jun e averaged $153,050 
a week. 
This rate maintained for a 
year wrould mean an annual fire loss 
in Indiana of $7.957,040. 
This is in 
excess of the estimates made by those 
who advocated the creation of a state 
fire marshal's department. 
Careless smokers caused eleven of 
the fires during the first three weeks 
of June, and children with matches 
caused 
an 
equal 
number. 
General 
carelessness with matches and candles 
was responsible for twenty-two fires 
and burning rubbish caused eleven. 
Representatives of the department are 
investigating 
seven 
fires 
that 
are 
known 
to have been 
of incendiary 
origin. 
Fire 
Marshal 
Longley 
expressed 
him self as highly pleased with the re­ 
sult of the first three months’ work of 
the department. 
It now has a repre­ 
sentative in practically every commu­ 
nity in the state. Mr. Longley believes 
that the start wrhich has been made by 
the district deputies promises even 
greater results for the state in lessen­ 
ing fire losses than wore even contem­ 
plated by the framers of the law. 


HE WILL PUT A STOP TO ¡T 


G o vern o r W ill Use Troops if Neces­ 


sary to Prevent Race Gambling. 


Valparaiso, Ind., Ju ly 7. — Gambling 
at the Porter race track is to be pre­ 
vented, even at the expense of closing 
the grounds and the calling out of the 
Indiana national guard. 
This information was given out by 
W a lte r J. Fabing, the fighting prose­ 
cuting attorney of Porter county, who 
yesterday had a conference with Gov­ 
ernor Ralston and other state officials 
at Indianapolis. 
The governor's decision to summon 
a conference w*as made when the ex­ 
ecutive received word that the book­ 
m akers w'ere flagrant in their viola­ 
tion of the state law. 
They flaunted 
the demands of Mr. Fabing that there 
be no betting, either openly, secretly, 
in code or by signs, and several of 
tlieir 
number, 
ejected 
from 
the 
grounds, returned to their posts soon 
after. 
Porter race track opened Ju ly 3 and 
under 
ordinary 
circum stances 
the 
races 
will 
continue 
until 
Ju ly 
19. 
There was, before the opening, an im- 
plieit understanding that, there would 
be no betting. 
Fabing was assured 
that the races would be conducted for 
sport’s sake, and that the unfortunate 
need of calling out the troops in 1912 
would not be a necessity this year. 
Versed in the ways of the gambling 
gentry, the prosecuting attorney took 
no one s word that there would be no 
betting. 
He attended the first day’s 
races. 
He saw bookmakers and saw 
them busy 
Summoning the deputy 
sheriffs that 
had been 
stationed at 
the grounds, he had 
the offending 
gam blers ejected from the grounds. 
Soon they w err—back, he says, and 
again plying their calling.

Washington, Ju ly 7.— As a member 
of the lobby investigating committee 
Senator Cummins introduced a bill 
in the senate today that w ill make it a 
penal offense for an individual to im 
personate a senator or a representa 
live or any other public officer. 
The 
penalty prescribed in the bill is im ­ 
prisonment up to five years and a fine 
not exceeding $10,000. 
Senator Cummins believes there is 
now* no law on the statute bpoks to 
reach and punish such conduct as Da­ 
vid Lam ar admitted he had been guil­ 
ty of when he impersonated Repre­ 
sentatives Riordan and Palm er while 
speaking over the telephone. 
The bill makes it an offense amount­ 
ing to a felony for any person to rete 
resent falsely that he is acting in be­ 
half or on the authority of a senator 
or representative or any public officer. 
The Cummins bill will be considered 
along with a number of other bills 
aimed at the same evil. 
The senate 
lobby committee 
has a busy week 
ahead. 
David Lam ar w ill be recalled 
and Edw ard Lauterbach w ill be heard, 
and possibly one or two other wit­ 
nesses, in an effort to clo se up this 
phase of the inquiry.

free from knot" is the best kind to 
get. 
The cement dealer frequently 
handles lumber, and where necessary 
to buy lumber, it is much more eeo- i 
noinical to get good material; which

be used over and over again 
for the forms for the concrete work. 
Before erecting the forms, paint the 
lumber with oil or soft soap. Never 
use kerosene oil for this purpose un­ 
der any circumstances, but use lin­ 
seed.

Dragging Law," the pur­ 
pose and provisions <»r which are to 
have all of the public roads connect­ 
ing the county -eat towns of all ad­ 
joining counties improved by a regu­ 
lar sy stematic plan of road dragging. 
This law provides for the appoint­ 
ment of a < ounty highway board by 
the county court, to consist of three 
members, of which the county high­ 
way engineer is one. who hold their

gineer, is authorized and required to

way engineer certifies to the state

amout is paid out of the state good 
roads fund, and all claims under these
